coniplete<l within the uezt few weeks and will 
then be passed by the General Council The 
new plan of taxation will not be put into effect 
until after September Ist, but everything will 
be pre])ared for the change some time before 
that. 

It will be necessary to specify in the ordi* 
nance the exact ad valorem tax which each 
particular kind of business must pay and 
whether or not this tax shall be graded accord- 
ing to the amount of business done. The new 
system of taxation will apply to business houses 
only, and will, in the main, affect only the 
wholesale dealers, it being for them that it was 
adopted. Instead of paying taxes on the stock 
used in a factory, the amount of business done 
each year will be taxed a certain percentage, 
and this will be in lien of all taxes. 

Saloons will probably be leijuired to j>ay the 
same license that is now cellected, and instead 
of paying taxes on stock will ])ay an ad valo- 
rem tax. It is expected that the new system 
will result in great .ailvaiit.i<r<' to tiie city and 
will stimulate the addition ^f factories.
